Times. 

The inventory, which tov- 
ers both the papers given to 
the archives and these re- 

talned by Mr. Nixon, shows 
that the donated items in- 
clude thousands oTnewspe- 
P* r clippings rtid some un- 


dipped newspapers; 229 
boxes of invitations to Mr. 
Nixon to attend social events 
or to give apeeches, along 
With carbons of his replies 
and thousands of Items of 
correspondence.
